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City Council to name 
citizen advisory group

The Upland City Council will 
appoint a citizen advisoty 
committee to aid the city staff in 
developing projects to be funded

Yasmin Enriquez, who understood 
only Spanish until she came to the 
United States four years ago, now 
works with 13 other student aides at 
Upland Library 

Her accomplishment ‘s especially 
unusual because the Mexican-born 
teenager has been deaf since birth 

At first library officials wondered 
whether a deaf person cou!d work in 
the library. But Yasmin scored s¢ 
well on the library’s regular tests 
that library assistant Sandy Fraire 
recommended she be considered for 
the job 

Mrs. Fraire said Yasmin made 
only three mistakes on the 
alphabetical and numerical filing 
tests. “As soon as I showed her the 
first mistake, she spotted the other 
two,’ Mrs. Fraire added 

Sharon Lopez, a San Bernardino 
County Vocatrional Rehabilitation 
interpreter for people with hearing 
impairments, helped Yasmin and 
her supervisor Karin Basica work 
out early problems 

Although Yasmin “‘lip reads 
most instructions and explanations, 
Lopez used sign language to 
explain complicated procedures 

Reading shelves (checking that 
books are in order) is very easy to 
explain to someone who can heat 
You don't realize how complicated 
it is until you have to explain each 
step,”’ commented Mrs. Basica 

But Yasmin has worked out well 
in the library because she *‘learns

Yasmin, who speaks fluent 
Spanish, learned English by 
studying books and lip reading other 
people. Many deaf people have 
didiculty with language, so It Is 
unusual for a deaf person to be 
bilingual, noted Mrs. Lopez 

When Yasmin’s car broke down on 
the way to work, she telephoned a 
Spanish-speaking neighbor who 
relayed the message to the library 
Mrs. Basica said 

Although she cannot hear well 
enough to hold a conversation ovet 
the telephone, Yasmin can tell when 
the other person is finished talking 
so she can leave a message 

Yasmin will work at the library 
until she graduates in January. Then 
she hopes to study accounting at 
Pasadena College or Golden West 
College, which has an interpreters 
program 

She presently attends Montclat 
High School which has a special 
teacher for the six deaf students 
who attend

Weisen’s “‘best friend’’ and cons- 
tant companion since his early youth 
has been ‘Perfecto,’ his magnifi- 
cent palomino saddlebred stallion. 
This rare, talented and beautiful 
horse is of a strain developed by 
Weisen's grandfather in the ‘old 
country’ and brought to America 
Here it was bred for its outstanding 
color — pure gold set off by white 
mane and tail, four white socks and 
white blaze — as well as for its flex- 
ibility combined with great stamina. 

‘When I got Perfecto, I really 
needed something. Teeneage is one 
of the hardest times for growing up. 
You're learning so much. You 
become exposed to so much more of 
life and what is going on about you. I 
never had the problems o many 
teens of today have — too much 
time on their hands,”’ Weisen said 
“Having a horse is time consuming 
and very rewarding. Riding, groom- 
ing, the sense of competition, the 
relaxation and total commitment to 
caring leaves little time for 
boredom.” 

During the following years, 
Weisen spent endless hours studying 
the art of dressage. This isa French 
term describing special training in a 
method careted specifically for use 
in war. Today it is considered the 
highest test of skill for a horseman 
Weisen was taught by the finest 
equestrian instructors from this 
country and abroad. His talents 
were beginning to be widely 
recognized and he was continuously 
in demand for hoses shows, rodeos 
and sport shows 

Weisen’s grandmother was a con- 
tinuing positive influence from early 
childhood. In him, she recognized a 
special gift - an active vivid im- 
agination and the ability to create

Weisen’s grandmother recognized 
his great potential and encouraged 
him to leave home, as she knew 
there could be nof uure in his chosen 
field of entertainment in his small 
home town. At age 19 he headed 
west for Los Angeles with a few hun- 
dred dollars and Perfecto 

He arrived in L.A. with his horse 
and $35.17 in his pocket. His primary 
concern that first day was to find a 
home for Perfecto. After paying 
Perfecto’s first month’s board at a 
smail inexpensive stable outside Los 
Angeles, he was left with 17 cents 
and no place to stay. Perfecto didn't 
realize it at the time, but he had just 
inherited a roommate 

According to Weisen, he wasn't 
discouraged. only more determined 
to stand on his own two feet. Follow- 
ing a month doing odd jobs, he final- 
ly went to work as a clerk in a drug 
store. He then had enough money to 
rent a small apartment and move 
Perfecto to a better stable in West 
Hollywood. Even though he worked 
long hours, he still found the time to 
work out with his horse 

Other riders, seeing him work out 
over the next few weeks, were 
amazed at his skill in handling his 
horse. Soon he was asked to give 
riding lessons on practically a daily 
basis. Weisen saw that a real need 
existed in this area and decided to 
establish riding clinics on the 
Califonria coast. Within a year he 
had more than 1,700 students and 
many assisting instructors under his 
guidance. In his spare time he lec- 
tured to clubs and civic 
organizations and wrote a 
newspaper column on equestrian 
happenings 

Observed by a producer one day 
while working out with his horse. 
Weisen was offered a national tour 
of sports shows around the country 


He had to contend with rainstorms, 
fires and floods. 

His 100-year-old ranch house of- 
fices have been designed as they 
would have appeared then. The of- 
fices are divided into three work 
areas in which wrought iron 
chandeliers hang from rustic beam 
ceilings. The decor is red and black 
with sriking red shag carpets and 
heavy black leather Spanish fur- 
niture. large plate glass windows 
form the front of the offices enabl- 
ing all to enjoy the scenic view of 
this 250-acre ranch. 

High on the hill, overlooking the 
valley stands a unique show barn 
that houses many of the finest 
stallions on the ranch. It was design- 
ed primarily for Perfecto who 
played the major role in Weisen’s 
success in the entetainment field. 
Recalling a tragic fire that occurred 
when Perfecto was a young colt, fire 
prevention was foremost in 
Weisen’s mind. The finished barn 
has stainless steel! stalls, a long cor- 
ridor carpeted in roval blue with 
roman columns supporting a high 
ceiling from which crystal 
chandeliers hang. Paintings 
decorate the walls. At the far end is 
a raised sitting room surrounded by 
greenery 

Weisen said this barn may seem 
pretentious, but it serves a two-fold 
purpose. He can use it as a screen- 
ing room for many of his television 
specials accommodating about 350 
people 

“It’s an ideal setting for enter- 
taining. What better place to view 
movies about horses than in these 
surroundings, Weisen said 
‘Afterwards we can fold up the 
chairs, put a band at one end and 
dance.”’ 

Other facilities at the ranch con- 
sist of a broodmare barn, training 
barn, complete blacksmith shop, 


the highest rated horse special in 
the history of television. It showed 
the life cycle of the horse from 
birth, through all phases of develop- 
ment until maturity. The film has 
been translated into 14 languages, 
has been viewed around the world, 
and is in constant demand by school 
districts for its educational value. 

“That movie is a special part of 
me,” said Weisen 

In addition Weisen directed and 
produced an original extravaganza 
on horseback entitled 
‘“‘Horsecapades.” The first presen- 
tation of this original production 
was presented live at the Anaheim 
Convention Center in 1968. As the 
finale Weisen performed the “Ballet 
on Horseback” with Perfecto 

Today Weisen is in production of 
the second ‘“‘Horsecapades,”’ soon to 
be aired as a Bicentennial television 
special. It will consist of vignettes 
of history with outstanding stars to 
tell the story, set to symphony 
music. It will be Perfecto’s final 
performance before going into 
retirement. ‘He's 21 yewars old and 
deserves to live out the rest of his 


“life in peace at the ranch,” said 


Weisen. ‘‘Four-year-old Perfecto Jr 
will take his place.’ 

Another of his proposed TV 
specials is entitled ‘Oke Doak.” The 
central figure is an animated car- 
toon horse.

Celebration set at Calico 


The aura of a circa-1880 
silver boom town hoedown 
will again descend on old 
Calico, when the historic 
regional park hosts its 
eighth annual Calico Days 
Celebration Friday through 
Sunday. 

Sponsored each year by 
the San Bernardino County 


Regional Parks 
Department, this 
celebration is pure western 
family entertainment. 
Many of the mining town 
activities include square 
dancing, old-time 
melodramas, street 
contests and bluegrass 
music. 


The commotion gets 
started with a starlight 
square dance in the Silver 
Bowl 8 p.m. Friday Jerry 
Hightower will call various 
dance numbers along with 
many guest callers from 
Southern California, who 
will be appearing at the 
weekend fling. 


At 11:30 Saturday 
morning, the Ghost Town 
Parade, with marching 
bands, costumed 
equestrians and _ horse- 
drawn buggies will wind its 
way up Main Street. 
Cosponsored by Equestrian 
Trails Incorporated Corral 
73 and San Bernardino 
County Regional Parks, the 


Jannell, commander of the

The event is approved by 
the California State 
Horsemen's Association. It 
will include approximately 
80 mounted entries and 20 
marching groups, including 
bands and drill teams.
